2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
has amended claim 41 , which corrects the previous 112 single-means rejection. 
Applicant has amended claims 62, 65 and 67. Furthermore, Applicant has submitted a 
terminal disclaimer, which corrects the previous Double-Patent matter.
